WHERE GKR TROOPS ATTACK ENTRENCHED REBEL EORCE (AP, NYT). 

2. SVN CHARGES PRC ILLEGALLY OCCUPIES ONE OE PARACEL 
ISLANDS (REUTER, NYT; AP CHITRIB, SUN; CSM). MARDER 

(WP) REVIEWS SVN-PRC DISPUTE OVER SPRATLY AND PARACELS, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMENTS THAT MOST OF ISLANDS ARE UNINHABITED AND 
VISITED ONLY BY FISHERMEN, AND QUESTIONS OF OWNERSHIP 
ARISE PERIODICALLY BUT ARE MORE IMPORTANT NOW BECAUSE 
OF OIL PROSPECTS IN AREA. ON JAN. II, PRC CHARGED SVN 
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IN "BRAZEN ANNOUNCEMENT" CLAIMED NANSHA (SPRATLY) ISLANDS 
THAT "LIKE HSISHA (PARACELS), CHUNGSHA (MACCLESEIELD 
BANK) AND TUNGSHA (PRATAS) ISLANDS ... HAVE ALWAYS BEEN 
CHINA'S ERRITORY ". ROC AGREES WITH PRC THAT SOUTH 
CHINA SEA ISLANDS ARE CHINESE, CLASHED WITH MARCOS IN 
1971 OVER CLAIM TO SPRATLY IS. SVN NOW THREATENS 
(UNDEFINED) "APPROPRIATE MEASURES" AGAINST PRC LANDING 

ON ISLANDS. MARDER QUOTES DOS SPOKESMAN THAT US HAS 
NO CLAIM TO ISLANDS AND OTHERWISE NOT INVOLVED, AND 
IT IS EOR CLAIMANTS TO SETTLE AMONG THEMSELVES. ALSO 
QUOTES US SOURCES THAT INTERNATIONAL ADJUDICATION, 

NOT TESTS OE STRENGTH, SHOULD BE USED TO SOLVE SUCH 
DISPUTES. REUTER TICKER REPORTS SVN MILITIA AND 
BOATS FIRED ON CHINESE ON ROBERT ISLAND. 

3. SOUTHERLAND (CSM) QUOTES US OEFICIALS IN SAIGON 
THAT CONTINUED LOW-LEVEL WARFARE IN SVN HAS PREVENTED 
"PHASE-OUT" OE DAO WHIN ONE YEAR OE C-E AS ONCE 

HOPED. DAO STILL NUMBERS ABOUT 1000, OF WHOM MORE 
THAN 900 ARE CIVILIANS; DOD ALSO HAS ABOUT 2800 CIVILIAN 
CONTRACTORS TO TRAIN VNAE AND EOR COMMO AND SUPPLY 
AID. SOUTHERLAND COMMENTS THAT "APPARENTLY AS PART 
OP GENERAL CLAMPDOWN ON PLOW OP INPORMATION TO NEWSMEN 
IMPOSED BY AMBASSADOR GRAHAM MARTIN, CHIEP OP 
DAO, MG MURRAY, HAS BEEN INSTRUCTED NOT GIVE ANY 
MORE INTERVIEWS TO NEWSMEN". 

4. GETLER (WP) WRITES THAT LAIRD AND SCHLESINGER 
APPEAR TO DISAGREE OVER WISDOM OP RENEWED US BOMBING 
IN EVENT LARGE-SCALE PIGHTING ERUPTS IN SVN. IN 
TUESDAY TV INTERVIEW, LAIRD SAID COULD NOT RECOMMEND 
US REINVOLVEMENT IN ANY PASHION AND HE RELIEVES 
CONGRESS "SHOULD AND WOULD" REJECT ANY WH REQUEST FOR 
BOMBING AUTHORITY. SCHLESINGER, IN RECENT INTERVIEWS, 

SAID HE RELIEVES SUCH A REQUEST TO CONGRESS "HIGHLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LIKELY" IP ALL-OUT COMMUNIST OPFENSIVE OCCURS; ALSO 
THAT REINTRODUCTION OP USAF WOULD NOT BE AUTOMATIC 
BUT DECISION WOULD HAVE TO BE QUICK BECAUSE US 
COULD NOT "WAIT TO SEE IP SAIGON HAD ALREADY LOST" 

BEFORE STRIKING. GETLER ADDS THAT ADMIN HAS SOUGHT 
TO SUSTAIN DOUBTS IN HANOI'S MIND ON PUTURE BOMBING 
IN HOPE THAT THIS WOULD HELP PERSUADE NVN NOT TO ATTACK 
IN FORCE. ON TV, LAIRD REJECTED THIS LOGIC; SAID 
CONGRESS WOULD TURN DOWN BOMBING BECAUSE VIETNAMIZATION

BILLION OVER THE 813 MILLION DOLS ALREADY APPROPRIATED

IN STATE DEPARTMENT IS TAKING ACTION EVEN IF HAK

21. LAT'S JACK FOISIE (JAN. 16) IN BANGKOK 
DESCRIBES 

KINTNER AS AN EX-PROFESSIONAL MILITARIST TURNED PROEESSOR 
WHO HAS WRITTEN 12 BOOKS WITH GENERALLY HAWKISH IDEAS 
ABOUT GLOBAL MILITARY-POLITICAL STRATEGY. REPORTS 
THAT KINTNER SPOKE TO FOUR ASIA-BASED US NEWSMEN, 

AT THEIR REQUEST TUESDAY, TO ELABORATE ON THE MOST 
RECENT "CAUSE" OE STUDENT ANTI-AMERICAN PROTESTS - 
THE EAKED LETTER. SAYS KINTNER MADE GENERAL DEFENSE 
OE CIA IN THAILAND, ASSERTING THAT MUCH OF CIA STAFF 
OPERATED IN "EXTERNAL INTELLIGENCE GATHERING" EOR 
US AND THAI USE. HE ACKNOWLEDGED THAT ONE SUCH ACTIVITY 
WAS INTERCEPTION AND INTERPRETATION OE FOREIGN-LANGUAGE 
BROADCASTS BY NATIONS ERIENDLY OR UNERIENDLY TO THAILAND 
AND US. OTHER CIA AGENTS, HE SAID, COLLECTED INFO 
ABOUT INSURGENTS AND THEIR TACTICS AND PASSED THIS 
INEO TO THEIR THAI COUNTERPARTS. IN ADDITION, THEY 
INSTRUCTED THAIS IN INTELLIGENCE-GATHERING. ALL THESE 
DUTIES WERE AT THAI REQUEST, HE MAINTAINED. ON REDUCING 
US MILITARY PRESENCE, KINTNER SAID IF NO SIZABLE NVN- 
PROMPTED ATTACKS OCCURRED AGAINST SVN DURING REMAINING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WINTER MONTHS, AND IE CAMBODIA MILITARY SITUATION 
REMAINED STALEMATED, HE HOPED A FURTHER US WITHDRAWAL 
EROM THAILAND WOULD BE POSSIBLE. IN JUSTIEICATION 
OE PRESENT HIGH-LEVEL STANDBY FORCE, KINTNER SAID: 

"HANOI IS A HARD-BOILED REGIME". AS EOR AMERICAN 
STAEF LEVELS IN EMBASSY, AID MISSION AND USIS, KINTNER 
SAID IT IS RATHER ON THE LARGE SIDE, ADDING THAT AS 
A NONCAREER DIPLOMAT HE WOULD BE EREE TO RECOMMEND 
SIZABLE REDUCTIONS IE HE THOUGHT THEM APPROPRIATE. 

KINTNER DISCLOSED HE PLANNING "CONSULTATION" VISIT 
TO WASHINGTON IN MARCH AKTER COMPLETING HIS APPRAISAL 
OP THAI MILITARY-POLITICAL SITUATION AND, TO LIMITED 
EXTENT, PROBLEMS IN SURROUNDING NATIONS. 

2. CHITRIB NOTES MOVE BY NATIONAL ASSEMBLY TO LET 
THIEU RUN EOR THIRD TERM; CONSIDERS THIS ONE MORE 
STEP TOWARD CREATING A THIEU DYNASTY. OTHER DYNASTIES 
ARE BEING CREATED IN SK AND PHILS, TWO COUNTRIES WE

DAILY COMMENTED AMBIGUOUSLY WITH EXPRESSION OF HOPE 
THAT "ALL REVOLUTIONARY TEACHERS WILL STAND ON THE 
SIDE OF CHAIRMAN MAO'S PROLETARIAN REVOLUTIONARY 
LINE, REPUDIATE THE BOURGEOIS WORLD OUTLOOK, AND 
CARRY OUT THE MOVEMENT OF CRITICISM, REPUDIATION 
AND TRANSFORMATION IN THE SCHOOLS". WSJ REMARKS 
THAT APPARENTLY PEOPLE'S DAILY EDITORS WERE UNDECIDED 
WHETHER TO DEFEND THEIR EARLIER CALL EOR SWEEPING REFORMS 
IN OLD EXAM SYSTEM, TO UPHOLD PARTY LINE THAT 
SANCTIONS HUMILIATING AND DEBASING TEACHERS, OR 

RISK SEEMING TO APPROVE OF YOUNGSTERS NOT LEARNING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MATH. BOURGEOIS OR NOT, MATH ISN'T SUBJECT TO IDEOLOGICAL 
INTERPRETATION; EVEN MAO HASN'T EOUND WAY TO KEEP 
TWO PLUS TWO FROM EQUALLING FOUR. 

24. IN LETTER TO NYT EDITOR, EX-FSO ED CLUBB TAKES 
EXCEPTION TO NYT'S DEC. 31 EDITORIAL THAT NOV. COMMUNIQUE 
WROUGHT "A SUBSTANTIAL CHANGE" IN PRC POSITION RE 
TAIWAN. CLUBB SAYS THAT CONCLUSION THAT "TAIWAN 
PROBLEM SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN TACITLY - IF TEMPORARILY - 
SHELVED ON PEKING'S OWN INITIATIVE..." WAS INFERENTIALLY 
BASED ON CIRCUMSTANCES THAT NOV. COMMUNIQUE SET FORTH 
PRC POSITION AS BEING SIMPLY THAT "THE NORMALIZATION 

OF RELATIONS CAN BE REALIZED ONLY ON THE BASIS OE 
CONFIRMING THE PRINCIPLE OE ONE CHINA" AND DID NOT 
REITERATE FOUR OTHER COMPLAINTS VOICED BY PEKING 
IN 1972 COMMUNIQUE. CLUBB ARGUES THAT IMPLEMENTATION

SAYS IT IS NOW FULLY EVIJENT THAT WASHINGTON WOULJ 
LIKE TO HAVE TAIPEI AND PEKING NEGOT "PEACEFUL SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE TAIWAN QUESTION" BETWEEN THEMSELVES AND 
THUS RELIEVE US OE THAT PARTICULAR INCUBUS. HOWEVER, 
NOTING ADVANTAGES ACCRUING TO TAIWAN'S REMAINING 
DETACHED FROM CHINA, CLUBB THINKS IT BEYOND REASONABLE 
EXPECTATION FOR TAIWAN TO NEGOT ENTRY UNDER PEKING 
RULE. LIKEWIUE, HE CONTENDS, IT IS NOT TO BE EXPECTED 
THAT MAO WOULD GIVE SOMETHING FOR NOTHING; WITHOUT
